Officers and Men at Camp 
Will Have Advantage of 
Course at Georgia Insti- 
tution, Under Present 
Plans—Hold Conference 


Today. 


Plans for the co-operation of 
Georgia Tech and Camp Jessup in 
establishing one of the most inten- 
sive technical training courses of- 
fered in the nation’s military his- 
tory for the benefit of officers and 
enlisted men in the motor transport 
corps at Camp Jessup are expected 
to be worked out at a conference 
Tuesday between Dr. K. G. Mathe- 
son, president of Tech; Major Gen- 
eral C. B. Drake, chief of the motor 
stransport corps of the United States 
army; Lieutenant Colonel Dean 
Halford, commandant at Camp Jes- 
sup, and General Drake’s staff of- 
ficers and Major Reuben Miller, Jr., 
chief engineer of the corps. 

The conference is the result of 
plans formulated some time ago by 
General Drake, who realizing the 
necessity for advanced training for 
members of the motor corps, took 
steps for ascertaining a suitable 
place to be designated for the train- 
ing. 


Pleased With Post. 

' General Drake and his staff 
reached Atlanta a few days ago, 
and after an inspection at Camp 
‘Jessup (Monday the general assert- 
ed that he was well pleased with 
the post, and that from his obser- 
vation thus far he considered Jes- 
sup an ideal location for the train- 
ing course. 

Tentative plans were discussed at 
other conferences a few weeks ago 
between President Matheson and 
Camp Jessup’s commandant, Col- 
onel Halford, but the general de- 
tailg will not be decisively worked 
unt?ll the conference today. 

' Present plans cail for the trans- 
fer from Jessup to Tech of $10,000 
worth of motor equipment training 
a- yaratus. The equipment will con- 

. of cut-down motor transports 
and other mechanical apparatus. 

General Drake, in a _ statement 
following the inspection Monday, 
gave full assurance of the govern- 
ment’s intention of making Jessup 
a permanent post. 

“The training that would be of- 
fered in the proposed technical 
courses,’ he said, “would serve the 
men in good stead in civil life, as 
well as make them more efficient 
for the service. This suggestion is 
heartily approved by leading man- 
ufacturers. The object of the course 
would be to offer practical tech- 
nical training to men in the armrhy. 
It would be without cost. We have 
some big problems, and Tech. can 
help us out immensely.” 

As outlined by General Drake, 
plansgbeing considered provide for 
the Sractical training of men at the 
camip, with class work in auto- 
mOtive theoretics at Tech. 

It is planned to have 250 offi- 
cers receive the complete training 
every year. Some of the officers 
will be returned overseas men. 
After some months of the practical 
shop work at the camp, whiche will 
be carried on with the class work, 
too, the rest of the training will 
consist entirely of post-graduate 
class work at Tech.

EXPECTED TODAY 


Will Go to Camp Merritt 
Before Coming Home. 
Plans for Reception in 
Atlanta Are Practically 
Complete. 


17TH EXPECTED TODAY. 

News received from Washing- 
ton last night indicates that the 
Seventeenth Regiment of Engi- 
neers, which was mobilized and 
trained in Atlantay and which did 
remarkable work in France, wil) 
arrive in Hoboken today on the 
Susquchanna and will go from 
that point to Camp Merritt for 
a few days before returning to 
Atlanta. There are hundreds of 
Atlanta and Georgia boys in this 
unit of the service. 


Newport News, Va., March 24.— 
(Special.)—The Emory unit, base 
hospital 43, composed largely of At- 
Ianta doctors and nurses, return- 
ed this morning on the transport 
Kroonland, after a pleasant twelve- 
day voyage from France. 

The members of the unit have 
spent about nine months in the 
midst of the terrible conditions be- 
hind the battle lines of France, and 
while they saw no real battles 
themselves they caught the back- 
wash of the great fighting and tell 
many grewsome tales of the things 
they saw over there. 

Warned Against Bombers. 

The hospital unit spent all of its 
time at Blois, France, and while 
the stream of wounded men was 
continuous during the last weeks of 
fighting, the hospital escaped the 
German atrocities so common over 
there, although Lieutenant Coloncl 
Cyrus Strickler, of Atlanta, stated 


ous occasions of impending danger 
from the Hun baby-killers, as the 
bombing ships were called. 

Most of the nurses of the unit, 
many of whom live in Atlanta, have 
remained “over there” to do more 
work for the boys who paid a big 
price for war. Some other mem- 
bers of the unit, it was said, had 
sailed from France and are expect- 
ed to land in New York at any 
time. 

The unit is going to Camp Gor- 
don in a few days to be demobilized. 
Their arrangements can be com- 
pleted here within a week, it is 
thought, and they will then be on 
their way to their last station.

Automatic Guide 
Proves Success 
For Aeroplanes

Under Automatic Control 
Big Airplane Makes Trip 
of 100 Miles—No Human 
Being Aboard—Baker 
Tells of Invention. 


Fort Worth, Texas, March 24— 
Under. automatic control an air- 
plane capable of carrying a heavy 
load and without any human being 
aboard to guide it, has made a trip 
of more than hundred miles and 
landed within a very short distance 
of the point it was sent to reach. 

Invention of the automatic guide, 
whi’, has been kept secret until 
‘ow, was mentioned by Newton D. 

ker, secretary of war, in a 
speech here today while he and 


General Peyton C. Marsh, chief of 
staff of the United States army, 
were in Fort Worth to inspect 
Camp Bowie. Secretary Baker re- 
ferred to the invention to impress 
on his hearers the possible horrors 
in future wars if there is to be no 
league of ‘nations. 

The invention was made in Ameri- 
ca, according to Mr. Baker. In the 
test, as described by Mr. Baker, an 
airplane was first sent out under 
control of a pilot without making 
a landing, returning to its point of 
origin after locating the distant ob- 
jective. Then another airplane was 
sent out under automatic control 
set to land at the designated point 
and it effected the landing so close, 
said Mr. Baker, that had it been a 
shell it would have been considered 
a good shot.

The first news was brought to the 
mother of the girl by a companion 
who said that they were on their 
way home when they were accosted 
by two strange boys. The little 
girl, who lives severrnl doors away 
from the home of the missing child, 
said that the boys tried to eatch 
her, but she pulled away and ran 
home. 

The mother at once began a 
search for her little girl, but after 
dark returned home and told her 
husband, who is -a prominent At- 
lanta insurance man. According to 
the police. The mother told them 
that her daughter had on a valuable 
diamond ring, and she believed that 
the boys would try to steal it. 

Upon hearing the news of the af- 
fair, the father told several of the 
neighbors, who secured flashlights 
and lanterns, and followed him to 
the woods. Later, not meeting with 
success in the search for his daugh- 
ter, he returned home and tele- 
phoned the police headquarters. 

Assistant Chief Jett dispatched 
Detectives Jameson and Armstrong 
to the scene and notified a number 
of patrolmen on duty in the West 
End. section, who hurried to the 
scene. The entire neighborhood 
became aroused, and more than a 
score of persons joined in the 
search. 

City detectives went to the home 
of one of the boys whose name is 
known, but his father, a farmer, 
said that his son left home earlier 
in the afternoon and had not been 
seen since. He said he thought that 


his son had probably gone to town 
to a movie, as it was. not unusual 
for him to stay out so late. He 
was told of the occurrence by the 
officers,

CZAR AND FAMILY 
KILLED IN BUNCH 


Shot in Basement of 
House in Siberia, Says 
French General--Women 
Mistreated in Presence 
of the Czar. 


San Francisco, March 24.—Con- 
firmation of the execution of the 
former Emperor of Russia and his 
wife and daughters under particu- 
larly revolting conditions by Bol- 
shevik troops was given here today 
by General Robert C. Paris, one of 
the first French officers to be as- 
signed to the Czecho-Slovak army 
in Russia. General Paris is on his 
way home to make ean official re- 
port of the occurrence to the French 
government. He arrived here yes- 
terday from Vladivostok. 

Nicholas and his family were shot 
in the basement of their house at 
Ekaterinburg, Siberia. The women 
of the once royal family were sub- 
jected to indignities and mistreat- 
ment in the presence of the former 
ezar before the executions took 
place, General Parris said. 

The Execution Described. 

The house is now the headquar- 
ters of General Gaida, a Czeeho- 
Slovak commander. Describing the 
scene attending the execution of the 
Romanoff family, General Paris 
said:

“A few days following the murder 
the bodies were taken under cover 
of night by automobiles into nearby 
villages, where they were cut into 
small pieces and burned separately. 
The charred remains were found by 
officers of the forces opposed to 
the Bolsheviki. Pieces of the burned 
clothigg also were found, Proof 
that the garments were those of the 
Romanoffs was given by the fact 
that the diamonds which the czarina 
and her daughters wore in their 
waists were picked up. 

Murder Room Sealed. 

“The room in which the murder 
Was committed is now sealed. The 
plaster on the walls shows where 
the rifle bullets penetrated. The 
bullets were removed with bayonet 
points. Bloodstains have been 
washed from the floor. Under the 
flooring, however, little pools of 
blood were found. In several places 
in the death room the blood seeped 
through the cracks in the floor. 

“Every one in Russia is now thor- 
oughly convinced the entire Roman- 
off household was wiped out by the 
Bolshetists. The official reports 
sent to France were conclusive.

Basing his conclusions on govern- 
ment crop reports, Governor Allen 
estimated that cotton growers are 


making as much money, with cot-, 
ton at 35 cents a pound, as Kansas | 
farmers are making from their 
wheat,.at $3.25 a bushel. 

“Kansas farmers are doing every- 
thing in their power to increase the 
wheat yield so that every one may 
have bread, but it seems that the 
cotton growers are trying at the

Columbus, Ga., March 24.—Reso- 
lutions requesting martial law for 
Columbus during the strike of cot- 
ton mill workers in place of the 
present system by which special 
deputies guard the factories were 


attended by representatives of or- 
ganized labor here, it _ was an- 
nounced. The union men asserted 
that the special deputies, granted 
police authority by city and county 
officials, are paid by the mill op- 
erators, and that clashes between 
deputies and strikers are due to 
actions of the former. The chief 
disorder has been as mill employees 
pass the union picket lines morning 
and evening. 

A copy of the resolution was or- 
dered sent to Governor Dorsey and 
a committee was appointed to take 
up the matter with Sheriff Beard 
and Judge Howard, of superior 
court, tomorrow. 

It was said here to be the first 
time organized labor had ever 
asked for a declaration of martial 
law during a strike.

Captain Chamberlain pleaded not 
guilty to the charges and specifica- 
tions in each case. 

Captain H. W. Harrison, of the 
navy, presided over the court, which 
was composed of naval and marine 
officers. The defendant officer was 
represented by a civilian lawyer, D. 
Harper, and assisted by Major S. 
Williams, of the marine corps.

Donald Harper, coun- 
sel for the defense, objected to the 
manner in which the judge advocate 
planned to get them into the rec- 
ord.

PEACE CONGRESS 


Events in Hungary 
Arouse Leaders to Need 
of Haste—Denied That 
Delay Is Due to League 
of Nations. 


Paris, March 24.—President Wil- 
son met Premiers Clemenceau, 
Lloyd-George and Orlando at the 
foreign office at 3 o’clock this a*t- 
ernoon for an hour’s conference be- 
fore the assembling of the supreme 
war council. 

Both the conference and the su- 
‘preme war council were held amid 
a feeling of concern over the revo- 
lutionary developments in eastern 
Europe and the lack of definite re- 
sults thus far reached in the Paris 
conference in stabilizing European 
conditions.

The recognition of the extremé 
claims of the Rumanians and 
Czecho-Slovaks and the establish- 
ment of neutral zones between these 
lines and the limits allowed to Hun-

OR ANARCHY.

London, March 24.—A Bolshevik 
army of 70,000 men has crossed the 
river Dniester south of Lemberg, 
according to a Zurich dispatch re- 
ceived in Paris and forwarded by 
the Exchange Telegraph company. 
The army is said to be commanded 
by Major Georgy and is composed 
mainly of Hungarians and Bulga- 
rians who were prisoners of war 
in Russia,

GREETINGS SENT 
RUSSIAN REDS. 


Copenhagen, March 24.—Reports 
of wireless exchanges between 
Nikolai Lenine, the Bolshevik pre- 
mier of Russia, and the foreign rep- 
resentative of the new Hungarian 
communistic government are re- 
ceived in advices from Budapest. 
Lenine was told that the Hunga- 
rian proletariat had seized power 
and had introduced a proletariat 
dictatorship. Greetings were sent 
to Lenine as “leader of the inter- 
national proletariat.” In grecting 
the Kussian proletariat, the new 
Runeariat gevernment expressed 
solidarity with the revolutionary 
moveinent 

In his reply Lenine stated that 
he had submitted the Hungarian 
greeting to the Polshevist congress 
at Moscow waich had received it 
with great enthusiasm. He added: 

“In order to communicate  be- 
tween Moscow and Budapest and 
upon the military situation it is 
hecessary to maintain permanent 
wireless communication between 
the two cities.” He concluded by 
extending ‘‘communist' greetings 
and a handshake.” 

At the first meeting of the new 
Hungarian government in Budapest 
Sunday, a dispatch from Berlin says, 
a soldiers’ and workmen’s council] 
for entire Hungary was appointed, 
according to plans entered into 
with the agents of Lenine. The 
council immediately started prepa- 
ration of a bill for the socialization 
of all industrial activities. 


ENTENTE BLAMED 
BY HUNGARIANS. 


Basel, March 24.—Budapest was 
calm on Saturday, according to ad- 
vie reaching here from that city. 
Budness was, for the most part, 
Suspended, but the streets were 
animated and posters were dis- 
played everywhere, appealing to the 
people to continue work. 

The food commissioner has 
sued a proclamation, saying: 

“As a result of manner in which 
the entente acted, we have allied 
ourselves to the soviet republic and 
have placed ourselves under the 
protection of the soviet troops. We 
have advised them of our decision 
by airplane.” 

In concluding its proclamation 
announcing the proletariat dicta- 
torship there, the new Hungarian 
government said: 

“The Czecho-Slovaks, Bourgeoise, 
Rumanians and annexationsists 
classes wish to overthrow the 
Hungarian workers’ revolution 
by force of arms. We are deter- 
mined, however, to defend our- 
selves to the last drop of blood 
agecinst all attacks. With our de- 
termination to defend the republic 
goes the wish to conclude as speed- 
ily as possible a peace which will 
assure means of existence for the 
Hungarian working classes and 
make it possible for them to leave 
at peace with all the peoples of 
the world.”

What South Pays Hansas., 


“Ranks in Kansas and other 
western states are flooded with 
money and southern cotton grow- 
ers will be required to pay $130,- 
000,000 to wheat growers as the cot- 
ton growers’ proportion of the vast 
bonus paid to the wheat growers by 
the government and in addition the 
planters of the south will be forced 
to pay the full government price 
for every pound of flour that they 
buy. And when it is made into 
bread it will be with lard adulterat- 
ed with part of the 100,000 gallons 
of off-grade sheep oil which the 
rovernment permitted brought into 
this country and sold against cot- 
ton seed oil. 

“Cotton growers should have re- 
ceived 60 to 70 cents for their cot- 
ton, middling basis, last fall on a 
basis of the price for which manu- 
factured goods were sold. However, 
only on a very small amount of his 
cotton did he get 35 cents the 
pound.”

Receives Decoration. 


The Italian government has con- 
ferred upon Mr. Richardson the dec- 
oration of the Crown, one which is 
given only for distinguished serv- 
ices and to few foreigners. 

According to the rules of the 
American diplomatic service he can 
not accept the decoration while he 
is in active service, but the record 
of his accomplishment holds, and 
the honor of the decoration is his 
when he is in a position to accept it. 

“I have seen no adequate descrip- 
tion of the way in which Italy re- 
ceived the president and Mrs. Wil- 
son,” said Mr. Richardson in de- 
scribing the enthusiasm of Italy at 
the time of the president’s visit to 
Rome. 

“The visit lasted onity two days, 
but they were days of real pag- 
eantry and probably in no time in 
the history of modern Rome have 
such honors been shown any man 
as were shown President Wilson. 

“The program makers went back 
into the days of Marcu Aurelius 
for features with which to express 
their desire for a royal reception. 

“Carloads of sand were brought 
from that part of the country where 
‘the gold dust’ is, and as the sun 
shone upon it, scattered of the 
streets from the station to the pal- 
ace, the procession appeared to be 
progressing over a carpet of gold. 

“All the orders of the nation and 
the diplomatic corps wore their full 
dress regalia, in gorgeous design 
and color. The uniforms of the sol- 
diers of all nations were a part of 
the pageant, while the decorations 
were, in scheme, borrowed from 
those which were used in the days 
of ancient Rome. Wherever and 
whenever the president and his 
party appeared it was an occasion 
of triumph, and I wish that I could 
recall some of the many incidents 
which proved the genuine apprecia- 
tion of the people of Rome in our 
president’s visit.” 

A Striking Incident. 

Two days before the arrival of 
the presidential party Mr. Page was 
starting to the frontier to meet the 
president, when he said to Mr. 
Richardson, “Be sure to invite for 
me a party of sixty to dinner, to 
meet Mr. and Mrs. Wilson, and do 
not forget to invite the king and 
queen.”

DR. GIDEON SPEAKS 
ON AMERICANIZATION 


The relations of the foreign born 
citizen to this government was the 
subject discussed Sunday night by 
Dr. A. Gideon, of New York, at the 
Educational alliance on Capitol ave- 
nue. The title of the address was 
“Uncle Sam and His New Ameri- 
cans,” the purpose being to give an 
account of the Americanization 
movement now being carried on by 
the United States department of the 
interior, through the bureau of edu- 
cation at Washington. 

Through Rabbi David Marx, di- 
rector of the Educational alliance 
and a Gideon, the invitation to speak 
to the alliance was extended. He 
chose as his theme “Uncle Sam and 
His New Americans.” He warmly 
advocated the plan of the United 
States commissioner of education, 
P. P. Claxton, who does not favor 
compulsory Americanization, 

The speaker pointed out that the 
movement faces in two directions, 
and concerns the foreigner who has 
come to live in America, as well as 
the native-born citizen. He asked 
that a fitting welcome be extended 
to the new citizens and that the 
principles of democracy be_ safe- 
guarded. 

He asked that immigrtnts be al- 
lowed to retain their own language 
and individuality, but encouraged 
the idea of them acquiring the abil- 
try to read and write the English 
language. 

Dr. A. Rushkin, of New York, was 
present and spoke on the subject 
of “Jewish Education Is a Prepara- 
tion for American life.” 


CHARGES ARE MADE 
AGAINST C. A. UNITS 


Washington, March 24.—Delay in 
the demobilization at Camp Eustis, 
Virginia, of some units of the 64th 
coast urtillery regiment, recently re- 
turned from France, has been due, 
it was learned today at the war de- 
partment, to investigation of com- 
plaints made by the owners of build- 
ings in which these companies were 
quartered while in France. 

Following the departure of the 
regiment for the United States it 
was reported that serious cases of 
malicious mischief had been discov- 
ered at these quarters and also that 
valuable oil paintings were missing.

fair deal to the milk dealers. This 
statement was made in response to 
a question from Mrs. Hamilton 
Douglas who asked the mayor 
whether the commission would 
have the power to fix the price of 
milk, 

Mayor Key told the women that 
an effort should be made to en- 
courage milk production as that 
would be one of the surest means 
of arriving at a fair price. He sug- 
gested that the women of the city 
attend in force the meeting of the 
ordinance committee on Friday aft- 
ernoon, at which time the question 
of establishing a milk commission 
will be threshed out, stating that 
a large attendance of women will 
be the surest way to convince “some 
of those old bachelors” on the coun- 
cil committee that there is a real 
live sentiment on the part of the 
women back of the milk agitation. 
Mayor Key’s talk was one of sev- 
eral interesting addresses made 
Monday aftérnoon.

“The uniformity clause has 
generally been applied to license 
or business taxes, while the ad 
valorem clause has usually been 
applied to property taxation. 

“Within the limits of uni- 
formity required upon the same 
class of subjects’ legislation 
levying license or business 
taxes have rarely been inter- 
fered with by the courts save 
when they were so heavy as to 
amount to a prohibition. The ad 
valorem clause has frequently 
been construed, and where ef- 
forts have been made, either by 
legislation or by tax assessors, 
to vary the tax on personal ana 
real property such legislation or 
tax enforcement has been held 
unconstitutional. 

“{f the present uniformity in 
the ad valorem principle of our 
constitution is to be preserved 
and only the machinery of our 
system for levying and collect- 
ing taxes is to be changed by 
the commission, then I am of 
the opinion that no changes in 
the cons‘itution will be neces- 
sary, and that its provisions are 
droad enough to cover any prac- 
ticable system of machinery 
which may be recommended or 
adopted. 

“The question most frequent- 
ly raised as to the unconsatitu- 
tionality of taxing systems is 
based upon that clause of our 
constitution which requires due 
process of law, This require- 
ment is completely met by pro- 
visions for notice to the tax- 
payer and an opportunity to be 
heard 

“If, on the contrary, the com- 
mission proposes to follow the 
radical change in system which 
has beenadoptedin many of the 
other states of substituting for

Appearance Outlines. 

I want you to make a deliberate 
practice tomorrow of observing al- 
most every person you meet and 
quickly sizing up in your mind the 
outlime of his appearance. First 
put what you might call “top and 
bottom” on your mental picture of 
each person, then “sides’’—that is 
hig .figure—thenh the general shape 
or contour of his head and face.

Railroad Commission Will 
Act This Week Upon the 
City’s Request for Re- 
port on Assets and Prop- 
erties. 


Action upon the petition from the 
city of Atlanta asking for a spe- 
Cial valuation of the assets and 
properties of the Georgia Railway 
and Power company in connection 
with the company’s prayer for in- 
creased street car fares in this city, 
will be taken some time during the 
present wek by the Georgia railroad 
commission, which will hold an ex- 
ecutive session for that purpose. 

The city of Atlanta, through its 
attorneys, James L. Mayson, city at- 
torney, and his assistants, Samuel 
Hewlett and Ww. C. Puckett, and Reu- 
ben R. Arnold and Charles E. Cot- 
trell, who have been retained to as- 
sist the city’s legal staff, file€ Mon- 
day morning with the state railroad 
commission a petition asking for a 
complete and comprehensive inven- 
tory of the properties owned by the 
Georgia Railway and Power compa- 


ing for an increase in its present 


rates for hauling passengers with- | 


in the limits of the city. 


This valuation has been insisted | 
upon by Mayor Key ever since he | 


came into the office of chief execu- 
tive of the city, and he has declared 
on many occasions that the city au- 


thorities, as well as those of the} 


state, and the people at large, should 
be given information as to the hold- 
ings of the company with relation 


to its income before the question re-. 


garding the company’s claim for 
more money upon which to operate 
‘is finally settled. 

Watered Stock Charged. 

Many charges have been made to 
the effect that the power company 
is surcharged with watered stock, 
and that it is in the attempt to car- 
ry this burden that the company 
came to its alleged financial grief. 
No public official information has 
been given out with reference to 
the charge except a general denial 
on the ®art of the power company 
officials. The public is intensely 
concerned in the question as to the 
real value of the power company’s 
assets, ang should the railroad com- 
mission order a valuation of the 
company’s holdings the people will 
await the result of the inventory 
with interest, 

The petition filed by the attorneys 
for the city of Atlanta Monday morn- 
ing prays that the Georgia railroad 
commission direct a formal and ex- 
haustive inventory of the holdings 
of the big street ra’iway and pow- 


er company. It is desired by the 
officials of the city that experts 
upon such matters pass upon the 
present worth of the companys 
holdings and the power of the 
physical properties to produce reve- 
nue before the commission is ask- 
ed to pass finally upon the ques- 
tion of granting increased street 
car fares. 
Will Involwe Much Expense. 

The making of an inventory con- 
cerning a property like the Geor- 
gia Railway and Power company 
will involve much time, work and 
possibly great expense, and it is 
suggested in the city’s petition to 
have the expenses of the inventory 
divided@ between the parties con- 
cerned. It is believed the inventory 
would include the holdings of the 
street railway company, the Atlan- 
ta Gas Light company and the 
properties of the various interurban 
lines running into the city, and it 
would require many weeks to com- 
plete the work. ; 

The mayor and city council, 
through its attorneys, and through 
the citizans’ committee, of. which 
J. L. McCord is chairman, will con- 
test the asked-for increase to a 
bitter end and every effort will be 
made to prevent the company from 
securing the increased car fares. 

The Georgia railroad commission, 
which granted the company’s peti- 
tion for increased gas and electric 
light and power rates, and although 
it declined to assume authority in 
the car fare petition, because of a 
contract between the city and the 
power company, providing for 6- 
eent fares, the commission recom- 
mended that the company be al- 
lowed the increase to 6 cents for 
fares. 

Must Make Strong Showing. 

It is therefore believed that un- 
jess a very strong showing is made 
- against the increase the railroad 
eommission will grant the prayer 
of the street railroad for a 6 or 7- 
cent fare. Bitter opposition, how- 
ever, will be kept up against the 
granting of the increased fares on 
the part of council and the ped#t- 
ple’s committee, it is believed, and 
should all legal opposition fail, it 
has been predicted that the people 
will take the matter into their own 
hands, refusing to pay the added

Although Mrs. Aiken was 
somewhat improved and her in- 
juries are of a serious nature, phy- 
Sicians have expressed hope for her 
recovery, stating that if further 
complications do not set in she has 
a good chance to get well. 
“Thought He Owned Me.” 
“Massey thought he owned me, 
but he didn’t,” eaid Mrs. Aiken.

He followed me Saturday 
night, and boarded the same car I 
did Sunday afternoon on the way to 
Camp Jessup. 
“When I got off the car he got 
off and followed me, and a. short 
time later called me aside. He said, 


‘I am going to kill you, but I hate | 


to do it in front of your son.’ Be- 
fore I could realize what he was 
doing, he drew his gun and fired at 
me and turned the gun to his head 
and pulled the trigger. When he 
fell on the ground, he made an ef- 
fort to raise himself up and shoot 
me again, 

“Massey shot me because he was 
crazed with jealousy. He has 
threatened my life many times, and 
has objected to my going with any 
one ever since the death of my hus- 
band. I met Massey about two 
years ago through my husband, who 
introduced us. 

“He continually forced his atten- 
tions on me. He would not listen

oe cabbage market has strengthened | 


and advanced and at the present time 
| satisfactory and profitable prices are ruling. 
It is cotiaunted that the potato crop is 
| damaged to the extent of from 25 per cent 
| to 50 per cent by the recent rains. The 
| prospects for an excellent tomate crop were 
| until the rains set in, damaging it to 
an extent estimated at 50 per cent to 60 
per cent. 


Cotton Being Held. 

Cotton is still being held in large quanti- 
ties, and the movement to hoid off the mar- 
ket as much as possible of the cotton still 
in the hands of the producers has gained 
strength during the past few weeks. The 
acreage planted to cotton the coming season 
will be appreciably less than last year. 

Continued effort is being made to have the 
embargo on shipments of cotton to the een- 
tral European powers lifted, as the certain 
foreign demand would without doubt cause 
the price of the staple to rise to a satis- 
factory figure. If this were done, trad> in 
ail lines in the district would be greatly 
stimulated. 

The production of lumber is still limited, 
on account of weather and labor conditions, 
present output being probably not in excess 
of 70 per cent of normal. Shipments are 
practically equal to present output, and 
stocks are, therefore, not increasing. It 
will probably require sixty days to accumu- 
late a fair assortment of lumber at south- 
ern pine mills. The retailers report large 
sales, due to increased demand caused by 
building operations and repair work. 

During the past month a’ substantial in- 
crease is shown in the erection of ‘new 
buildings at many points throughout the 
district. While buildin 
a scarcity of homes is felt, and many houses 
are now in process of erection. Should 
building materials decline, a great increase 
in building activities would follow. 

Naval stores operations have not yet be- 
come active, and from indications it will not 
be over 15 to 20 per cent in excess of last 
year’s output, which means from 25 to 30 
per cent below normal production. 

Mining Shut Down. 

Quite a number of small coal mines have 
shut down on account of the lack of orders, 
and due also to the high cost of labor. The 
output for February, 1919, although two 
large coal producing companies failed to 
report, shows total tons mined 1,150,921, 
against 1,430,225 tons mined in January. 
One cause for this reduction in tonnage is 
the fact that February is a short month. It 
is also reported that the negro miner, who 
is receiving very high wages, only works 
from three to four days each week. 

Cotton mills and pipe plants are not ac- 
tive. Their operations are injured by lack 
of orders and from unsettled conditions pre- 
vailing over the district. 

Although pig iron furnaces were not fully 
in operation, the. output of pig iron was 
greater in February, compared with Janu- 
ary, by over 11,000 tons. This increase is 
largely due to the elimination of inexpe- 


this line before the war have returned. An 
increased tonnage per man has resulted, 
which materially reduces the cost of pro- 
duction. The present demand for pig iron 
is light. 

The steel plants are busy and have enough 


for many months. The shipbuilding plants 
in the south will need large quantities of 
steel, and the steel fabricating plants, when 
completed, will use a large steel tonnage. 
The unfilled steel tonnage of the United 
States Steel corporation is reported at 6,010,- 
787 tons, as against 6,684,268 on January 31, 
a reduction of 673,481 tons, Trade condi- 
tions both in iron and steel are not up to 
the standard, as far as demand is con- 
cerned, but hope is entertained that both 
commodities will soon be stabilized, and a 
greater demand result. 

Labor conditions have improved to some 
extent in this industry, both as to quantity 
and in efficiency. 

It is felt all over the district that as soon 
as cotton begins to move at a satisfactory 
price trade in all lines will revive, collec- 
tions improve and bank deposits show ma- 
terial increases, While the expected down- 
ward trend of prices has not materialized, 
it is encouraging to note reductions in prices 
of a few standard articles of food during 


the month.

Washington. He said the British 
air ministry began to doubt the 
truth of the exploits, and investi- 
gated the matter last fall. 

British Airmen to Testify. 

Mr. Harper tried to prove by 
Commander Edwards that a letter 
had been received at naval head- 
quarters here saying that Chamber- 
lain flew with the British squadron 
from June 20 to July 13 of last 
year. But Edwards did not re- 
member such a letter. 

It is understood that several mem- 
bers of the 208th royal air squad- 
ron are returning to London Thurs- 
day and the defense expects to call 
some of themin an attempt to prove 
that Captain Chamberlain was at- 
tached to that squadron during the 
time mentioned by Mr. Harper to- 
day. 

The only other witness was Cap- 
tain F. T. Evans, in command of 


the Poliac air station, who said that 


when the house naval affairs com- 
mittee was at Poliac Captain H. I. 
Cone, commanding United States 
naval aviation in France, instruct- 
ed Captain Evans to get Chamber- 
lain’s then untold stroy. Captain 
Evans said that Chamberlain was 
reluctant to give a comprehensive 
verbal report, whereupon he asked 
him to write a report. He submit- 
ted a report virtually the same as 
that which has been published. 

Captain Evans gave Chamberlain 
high praise as an aviator. More 
than forty witnesses have been sum- 
moned to testify, but the number is 
likely to be extended. It may be 
necessary to hold a session in 
France. 


Chamberlain’s Amazing Story. 

Captain Chamberlain was report- 
ed to have borrowed an airplane 
from a British airdrome in July, 
1918, and in a battle with twelve 
German machines to have brought 
down five and damaged two others. 
He was said to have taken a Ger- 
man prisoner, and while retaining 
this man, carried a wounded French 
officer back to the British lines un- 
der a heavy fire. According to a 
London dispatch August 31, Iast, 
Chamberlain had been recommend- 
ed for the Victoria cross and the 
congressional medal of honor on the 
basis of the accounts of his ex- 
ploits. 

In February of this year, the ac- 
curacy of the reports of the exploit 
having been called into question. 
the American naval authorities in 
London. began an _ investigation, 
which now has been followed by the 
court-martial nracecdines,

Hungary may delay

heavy liquidation and @ severe break 
in the cotton market here today. 
New style May contracts broke to 
23.90 and October to 19.95 and the 
close was easy at a net loss of 82 to 
118 points in the new style months 
and of 93 to 135. points on the old 
style deliveries. 

The market opened steady at a 
decline of 4 to 12 noints on new and 
of 4 to 50 point on the old style 
months. Old style March was rela- 
tively weak under a little scattering 
liquidation, but trading in that de- 


livery ended at midday without de- 
veloping any special activity or fea- 
ture. Offerings were not badly ab- 
sorbed during the early session, but 
Liverpool was a considerable seller 
here, while there was scattered sell- 
ing tor southern account and the 
market became weaker toward the 
middle of the day. 

The unfavorable news from Eu- 
rope seemed to create a fear among 
recent buyers that there had: been 
over-optimism with respect to an 
early announcement of peace and 
the reopening of central European 
outlets, and there was also selling 
on more favorable weather for crop 
preparations in the south. Houses 
with Wall street connections were 
particularly active on the selling 
side, while there was very little 
support on the break which carried 
prices to the lowest levels touched 
since early in the month. October 
contracts at 19.95 showed a decline 
of 225 points from the high level 
of last week while old crop months 
showed losses of 130 to 185 points 
from recent high figures. 

Reports of steady southern spot 
markets held moderate rallies dur- 
ing the middle of the day, but even 
slight bulges met increased offer- 
ings from old longs.

N. 0. MARKET IS LOWER 
FROM OPENING TO CLOSE 


New Orleans, March 24.—It was 
a lower market in cotton today from 
the opening to the close. Late in 
the session, after the quoting of 
spots at unchanged prices, there was 
a steadier feeling for a while, with 
a recovery of nearly $2 a bale, but 
heavy liquidation was felt right on 
the close, coming from longs who 
wanted to even up over the holiday 
tomorrow, and the regult was that 
last prices were at the lowest of 
the day, showing net dectines of 
60 to 86 points on the old contracts 
and 65 to 113 points on the new. 
New May fell off to 23.55 and new 
October to 19.54. 

The opening was at the decline 

and losses were steadily widened 
as the session grew older, the main 
selling features being the foreign 
exchange situation and the fresh 
complications in European politics. 
Weather conditions were also con- 
sidered much more favorable and 
this opinion made October the weak- 
est month. The threat of rain for 
the western belt did not have any 
influence on the market and anther 
bullish feature of the session, the 
cabled report from Liverpool that 
the labor situation had a better look, 
also fell flat. 
Spots were quoted unchanged at 
cents for middling. but business 
appeared to be restricted to some 
extent by the weakness of foreign 
exchange.

Events in Central Europe 
Impelled Moderate Trad- 
ing — Favorable Change 
in Market for Metals Un- 
expected Development. 


New York, March 24.—The un- 
even and hesitant course which 
marked today’s comparatively dull 
stock market was attributed not so 
much to the impending recess as to 
the disquieting tenor of the foreign 
news. 

Intimations that events in centra] 
Europe might necessitate radical 
changes in the military policy of 
the peace conference impelled mod- 
erate selling in the early and later 
stages of the session. 

An unexpected gevelopment was 
the favorable cnauge in the mar- 
ket for metals. Reports of a broad 
inquiry for refined copper, the first 
since the series of drastic cuts in 
that commodity, lifted that group 
1 to 24% points, but much of this 
advantage was cancelled on publi- 
cation of the reduced Anaconda div- 
idend. 

Sugars, several of the oils, nota- 
bly Sinclair and Royal Dutch, Amer- 
ican International, Wilson Packing 
and sundry miscellaneous issues 
gave a semblance of strength at in- 
tervals, but equipments, motors and 
high-grade petroleums were reac- 
tionary.

Then word 
began to circulate that export de- 
mand for corn had resulted in ac~ 
tual business here amounting to up- 
ward of 150,000 bushels and that 
additional foreign buying was in 
prospect. Radical bullish sentiment 
euickly developed and was given @ 
further stimulus by a decrease of 
the visible supply total. Near the 
end of the day, however, an offi- 
cial forecast of cheaper "value for 
foodstuffs led to something of a 
reaction.

‘“‘“Have a Heart’’ Is Featured

The remarkable part about the 
performance of “Have a Heart,” at 
the Atlanta theater last night, was 
the smallness of the audience. 

When it is rememberd that this 
fame show was here last year and 
when the charm of its music, the 
ability of its cast and the beauty of 
its feminity are al] considered, it is 
hard to understand why a capacity 
audience wes not present. 

But it wasn’t, by many seats, 
although it is doubtful if that faet 
detracted at all from-the enjoyment 
of those present. 

“Have a Heart” contains the most 
whistleable airs of any attraction 
that has been here since “Going 
Up.” It is blessed with a delight- 
ful cast and also—but that deserves 
@ special prragraph. 

All the way through the first 

act the writer was obsessed with 
the feeling that there was some- 
thing unusually attractive about 
the show. Maybe a natural slow- 
ness of perception was to account 
for the delay in analyzing the 
cause, but finally it dawned—the 
bunch of girls who grace the com- 
pany are exceptionally well select- 
ed, from a pulchritudinous stand- 
point. Indubitably, indubitably! 
, Joseph Keno, as the elevator boy, 
is easily the central figure among 
the comedians. He is very funny 
and his dancing is, as the gentle- 
man in the next seat remarked, 
“full of pep.” 

His partner, Grace Hoey, as Dolly 
Brabazon, the movie queen, is fully 
qualified from head to toe for her 
work, and employs every part of 
her ability acceptably. 


Every member of the cast is ful- 
ly adequate and there isn’t a dis- 
gppointing moment throughout. 

There is one lady, however, who 
came near stopping the show. She 
just wouldn’t encore, but it wasn’t 
because the audience didn’t try. Per- 
haps if the crowd had been larger 
she would have succumbed to a 
large volume of applause, but it 
couldn’t be more sincere.

The big song hit is “You Said 
Something,” and there were at least 
half a dozen encores last night. The 
ensemble work and lightning effects 
are exceptionally pretty in this 
number. Other good numbers are 
“Look in His Eyes,” “Samarkand,” 
“Honeymoon Inn” and “Daisy.” 

The settings are attractive—lin- 
gerie features the first and there is 
at least one pair of ladies’ hose dis- 

layed on the counter that it would 

pleasant to see well filled. The 
costumes are fresh and beautiful 
and the dancing is electric. The or- 
chestra is enlarged by the addition 
of half a dozen new musicians—the 
piccolo and flute man attracted a 
lot of comment—and with every 
feature considered the show de- 
serves a full house for the two re- 
maining performances this after- 
noon and night.

shevists. Rumania, the best single 
bulwark we have in the east, has 
been paralyzed because of a quarrel 
between Rumania and Serbia over 
a tiny morsel of territory, a quar- 
rel which the Paris conference has 
not been able to compose. 


Little Peoples Fighting. 


The single effective Ukrainian 
force is engaged in a campaign to 
drive the Poles out of Lemberg. The 
Poles and Czecho-Slovaks, who to- 
gether should constitute a barrier 
on the north, are at odds. over 
Teschen and we cannot make up 
our minds to give the Poles, not 
allied troops, but Polish troops who 
have fought in France. 

Moreover, the peace conference 
under the impulsion of Lloyd-George 
is at this moment engaged in de- 
priving the Poles of any adequate 
atcess to the sea, lest there should 
be German dissatisfaction in the 
future. Finally the quarrel between 
the Jugo-Slavs and the Italians 
continue, and still another of those 
people: who should be our allies in 
the east against Bolshevism is dis- 
integrating under attacks which 
the Paris conference permits to 
continue. 

In sum, this is the situation: We 
had on the eastern frontiers of 
Russia and in the south of Europe 
almost a hundred million of people 
who were our natural allies, who 
were the best possible. barrier 
against Bolshevism, who needed 
only our material support and as- 
surance of our recognition of their 
ultimate demands for the future, 
not merely to check Bolshevism 
east of the Niemen and the Dniester, 
but to hrow it back upon Moscow 
itself. 

Disintegration Allowed. 


Substantially we have permitted 
these people to disintegrate and be- 
come themselves material for Bol- 
shevism at home instead of erecting 
a barrier against this flame coming 
out of Russia. We actually assist- 
ed in transforming these margin 
states into inflamable material. We 
can no longer safely count upon the 
Poles, the Czecho-Slovaks, the Ru- 
manians and the UkKranians as an 
adequate or even powerful obstacle 
to Bolshevik advance and we have 
to consider now the possibility that 
Bolshevism will in the next few 
weeks sweep into all of them and 
conceivably overwhelm all of them. 

We know that there is coming a 
Bolshevik attack. We know that a 
great offensive is being prepared 
by Bolsheviks which may at any 
moment break upon Poland exactly 
as Ludendorff’s gigantic offensive 
broke upon the British just a year 
ago. We know, too, that there is not 
in Poland, thanks to our own folly, 
any adequate power of resistance. 


| We have thus sacrificed our first 


line of defense. We have not only 
sacrificed it, but we have risked the 
possibility of seeing our natural al- 
lies forced into the ranks of ‘the 
enemy. 

In this time, what of Germany? 
The notion that Germany could go 
over to Bolshevism was held by the 
whole world to be preposterous at 
the moment when Germany aban- 
doned the war. On two separate oc- 
casions since then the elements of 
order in Germany have succeeded 
temporarily in restraining the ele- 
ments of disorder which borrowed 


the colors and ideas of Bolshevism. 
Ne Peace Treaty Yet. 


But for four months we have been 
unable to make even a preliminary 
treaty of peace with Germany; we 
have continually held before the 
German people the extent of pun- 
ishment we intended to inflict upon 
them. We have openly discussed, 
week after week, the indemnity we 
intended to take from them, the 
provinces we intended to deprive 
them of, the ships we meant to 
seize, and we have inculcated in the 
German mind the idea that we pro- 
posed to destroy the future of Ger- 
many. and in the meantime we have 
done nothing. 

What has been the result? Had 
we imposed upon Germany in No- 
vember substantially the terms 
which we mean to impose upon her 
in April or May or June, the Ger- 
man people would have known the 
worst, would have been compelled 
to accept and would already be on 
the way to adjust themselves to 
new conditions. The inherent sense 
of order and discipline in the Ger- 
man people would have reacted, as 
it has on two occasions already, 
against disorcer, against Bolshev- 
ism. Instead, there has been no 
chance for the Germans themselves 
because Germany has been kept for 
four months in the position of a 
criminal awaiting what may be a 
death sentence. In such a sitita- 
tion it is inconceivabie that any 
man would undertake to begin 
plans for a new life. 

Germany Made Bolshevik Material. 


The result is that we have trans- | 


formed Germany by our course into 
new material of exactly the sort 
that Bolshevism feeds upon, pre- 
cisely as we have deprived our 
natural allies along the eastern 
fringes of the elements of hope and 
confidence. We have performed a 
similar service to those elements of 
order in Germany upon whom we 
must depend if we are to have in- 
demnity, upon whom we must de- 
pend if Germany is to be saved from 
Bolshevism. And Germany must be 
saved from Bolshevism, not  pri- 
marily on her own account, but be- 
cause if BoIshevism sweeping over 
Russia and Poland, enters Germany, 
passes through it and arrives at the 
Rhine, we shall have a situation 
which will tax the resources of the 
western powers to their utmost. We 
shall have to ask the war-weary 
people of France and of Britain, to 
make new war, more terrible than 
all preceding war because the Paris 
conference failed to act in time to 
prevent the storm from arriving at 
the frontier of western Europe. 
This is the situation today, four 
months after our military victory. 

One year ago, Germany surprised 
the allied world by an offensive of 
a character which had not been 
foreseen and very nearly won the 
war. This was in March. | In No- 
vember, the Germans again sur- 
prised the allies by a surrender so 
totally unexpected that the allies 
had no common policy, had not pre- 
pared a policy to put into opera- 
tion at the moment when Germany 
surrendered. 

No Policy When Germans Yielded. 

All our difficulties, and they 
have been enormous, have flowed 
from the fact that we had no policy 
when the Germans surrendered. It 
took Foch from April until July to 
organize a policy to meet the Ger- 
man attack, and such a policy could 
not have been organized had there 
been no unity of command. There 
has been no unity of command in 
the Paris conference, and as a con- 
sequence there has been no unity 
of policy as yet adopted to meet the 
new menace of Bolshevism, tenfold 
more serious than the German of- 
fensive strategy of last year. 

It is a mistake to hold President 
Wilson responsible primarily for 
the delays and failures of the Paris 
conference. Had Europe possessed 
a clear and well defined policy 
when Mr. Wilson reached France, 
he would have been compelled to 
fashion his policy of peace in con- 
formity ‘with that. But when Amer- 
ica came to Europe for the peace 
conference it found Europe with 
no policy, no unity of command, no 
comprehensive scheme for settling 
the world war. Mr. Lloyd-George 
Wwas engaged in an election. France 
was utterly exhausted with the ter- 
rible strain of the struggle and only 
beginning the enormous task of 
opening her railroads and her high- 
ways through her devastated prov- 
inces and bringing food and fuel 
to millions of people suddenly freed 
from the German yoke. As for It- 
aly she was engaged in solving to 
her own satisfaction the problem 
of the Adriatic, which alone con- 
cerned or interested her. 

I do not think it is possible to 
exaggerate the extent of pessimisin 
of apprehension today in Paris, not 
amongst members of the peace con- 
ference, whose minds are fixed upon 
drawing lines between [Totcs and 
Germans and Serbs and Rumenians, 
which would allocate fairiy a cer- 
tain number of villages whose 
names are unknown to the world, 
but amongst those people who know 
the east of Europe, who have seen 
the new storm arising, and who 
realize that we shall not impossibly 
find ourselves before the end of the 
next four months has come in a 
situation as perilous as that we 
faced at the moment when German 
troops overran Kemmel mountain 
and reached the last line of defense 
on the road to Calais.

PRICE RESTRICTIONS 
ON LOUISIANA SUGARS 


New Orleans, March 24.—Restric- 
tions on the prices of granulated 
and clarified sugars will continue 
in effect, the Louisiana sugar com- 
mittee of the federal food admin- 
istration decided at a special mcet- 
ing here tonight. 

It was brought out that because 
of the marked advance in freight 
rates on sugar, to become effective 
April 1, the sugar movement is far 
in excess of normal traffic. Millions 
of pounds are going to jobbing cen- 
ters in Mississippi, Arkansas, Ten- 
nessee and Florida, it was shown. 
The increases, which affect points 
in the southeastern territory, are 
more than double the present scale 
in many instances.

RAGIAL EQUALITY 
INLEAGUE CHARTER 


Washington, March 24.—Senator 
Phelan, of California, democrat, has 
cabled the American peace commis- 
sioners in Paris, protesting against 
any provision in the proposed con- 
stitution for the league of nations 
giving racial equality to Orientals. 
The California senator today sent 
a copy of his cablegram to Senator 
Borah, of Idaho, with a request that 
the latter support his protest. 

“Any declaration,” said Senator 
Phelan in his cablegram, “in con- 
stitution for race equality or just 
treatment may be construed to give 
jurisdiction to league over immi- 
naturalization, elective 
franchise, land ownership and mar- 
riage, and should be avoided. An 
affirmative declaration that these 
are domestic questions should be 
made in consonance with established 
American policy.” 

Senator Phelan told the commis- 
sioners he believed western senators 
and others would “oppose any loop- 
hole by which Oriental peoples will 
possess equality with white race in 
the United States.” 

Senator Borah in replying to Sen- 


ator Phelan said while in accord 
with this attitude, the proposed con- 
sttiution in its present form “un- 
questionably gives jurisdiction over 
immigration to the league.”

Unable to Come to De- 
cision Monday—No Op- 
position to Seven-Player 
and Salary Limit Rules. 
Vote to Play the Texas

New Orleans, March 24.—After 
discussing in executive session for 
four hours the proposed 1919 play- 
ing schedule officials of the South- 
ern association tonight decided to 
postpone until tomorrow the adop- 
tion of an official schedule.

A. J. Heinemann, president of the 
New Orleans club, it was under- 
stood, led in a protest against the 
tentative plans for Sunday games 
in all cities regardless of the out- 
come of legislation pending in 
Tennessee, which he claimed would 
make revision necessary, no matter 
how it ended. 

The seven-player rule adopted at 
the annual meeting last fall in 
Birmingham and the salary limit 


feature were unchanged as the re- 
sult of today’s meeting. Opposi- 
tion failed to develop, and all pres- 
ent voted favorably on a motion to 
adopt the minutes of the Birming- 


ham session. According to the con- 
stitution, it was explained, the 
spring meeting being primarily for 
adoption of a schedule, none of the 
rules approved at an annual meet- 
ing could be changed without a fa- 
vorable vote of the entire body. 
Adoption of the minutes of the 
Birmingham meeting settled all 
matters outside of the schedule. 

After Heinemann announced that 
the seven-player rule was before 
the national commission and that a 
decision was expected from that 
body before the 1919 season was 
started, President John D. Martin 
explained that a decision unfavor- 
able to the rule would take prece- 
dence over the action of the offi- 
cialgs at the Birmingham meeting.
